In a short May 19 Antioch VillagiBBoarii 
meeting, a public hearing date was set for 7 
p.m., July 7, at the village hall, to hear any 
objection to the pre-annexa(ion agreement of 
the Walter Koziol property located off Anita 
Dr. Theprjoperty, which is zoned industrial, 
is partially in the flood plain, and has met 
with opposition from the planning com- 
mission. According to Trustee Bill Seemann, 
the pre-annexation agreement h£ls certain 
contentions. "Anything done on the property 
must conform with the ideas of the. village 
engineer and the ordinances of the village." 

The property woiild be made into "eight or 
nine industrial lots," according to Trustee 
-Doi\AmimdsonJECoziol^property is in the in- 
dustrial park area, and an estimateof 55 per- 
cent of the property can be developed, so that 
it is not in the flood plain. 

THE PLANNING commission opposed the 
idea of annexation because of the property's 
flood plain location. "Their opinion is just a 
recommiendation to. us," Amundson pointed 
out.

In other activity, the board heard a public, 
thank you from Bemie Gunty for the 
village's persistence in getting action on a 
self-serve gas station over the state line that 
was underselling Antioch stations.

"Then their allocation went from 
56,000 gallons per month to 350,000 gallons 
per month, and it has forced me to close 
down."
